on, but on what principle the reductions 
are being made or to what number it is 


intended to reduce the force does not ap- 


pear. All that does appear is that certain | held in the town council chamber on Tues- 


men and officers are being wiped off 
the list, and the stigma of inefficiency 
thereby attached to them. 
jo rlectly right to reduce the force and 
it is certainly mor than right to get rid 
(under proper conditions) of inefficient 


officers and men, but when the dis- 
charge is given it is due to the soldier 
and the country that he serve that 
the reason of his discharge should be 
distinctly given. It is a cruel thing to 
discharge officer or man under circum- 


stances which permit the suspicion 
that he was untit for longer service, un- 
less he was unfit, and it is entirely im- 
proper that an officer or man should be 
dismissed as unfit without the country 
which paid him for so long knowing 
the reason for his services being dis- 
ponsed with. If dismissals are to be 
left to the will of the commanding 
officer—as they evidently are left— 
favoritism rather than efficiency is the 
natural result. %Itis a montrous thing 
that officers and men who have served 
in the force for five, ten, fifteen or 
even twenty years should be absolut- 
ely atthe eaprice of the commanding 
officer, Such a thing was never heard 
of in any military or semi military 
force in any civilized country, and can 
only result in utter demoralization. 
Military discipline is necessary in a force 
such as the mounted police, and under 
commandiny 


contre! 


military discipline the 
officer necessarily has 
in the force as long as they are con- 
nected with it. But to extend that 
authority so that he holds absolutely in 
his hand the future as well as the pre- 
sent of every officer and man, which he 
does by holding the power of perempt- 
ory discharge, the force ceases to be a 
body amenable only to military dis- 
cipline, and takes a position in which 
its members have no rights that the 
commanding officer is bound to re 
spect. 1f an officer or man is discharg- 
ed without any other cause than the 
necessity of reducing the force, he 
should receive a discharge with honor 
and such pension or allowances or 
privileges as the length of his services 
On the other

hand if he is discharged 
unfair that he should have his mis- 
deeds or failings cloaked under the 
plea that his discharge was necessary 
for the of the force.

Cowie read the supplementary report of the 
| council : 


Epmonton, 12th Feb., 1895. 


Supplementary annual report of the Coun- 
cil, to the members of the Board of 
Trade. 

The interim report having been read and 
ad »pted at the special general meeting on 
the 13th November last, your council will 
at the annual meeting merely bring to your 
notice more recent occurences and refer you 
to that report which was duly published as 
required by the by-laws, and has no doubt 
been carefully considered by you. 


It was intended that the draft of the pro- 
posed pamphlet should have been laid be- 
fore you at this meeting ; but owing to the 
time and trouble required to prepare our 
case for the railway rates commission, the 
preparation of our pamphlet is incomplete, 
although many statistics have been collect- 
ed for it. 

On the announcement that a commission 
had been appointed by the government to 
investigate the charges against the C. P. 
R. freight rates, your council in conjunction 
with the town council took prompt steps to 
secure a sitting of the commissioners here. 
Notices, calling on parties interested 
throughout the country to take combined 
action in preparing a statement, were pub- 
lished with the result that the whole dis- 
trict was unanimous in adopting and endors- 
ing our statement. We have good reason 
to believe that this effort will be of much 
future consequence in the reduction of 
freight rates and the establishment of a 
great mutual interchange of products be- 
tween British Columbia and ourselves. 

An abridgment of the statement will be 
circulated among other boards and interest- 
ed organisations throughout the country 
and will have the effect of drawing public 
attention to the enormous advantage we 
enjoy over any other portion of the North- 
west and Manitoba in our proximity to the 
markets just beyond the mountains in B. C. 
(which is naturally the richest province of 
the whole Dominion) and to the ocean be- 
yond.

In the unadvoidable absence of the 
treasurer, the financial statement was read 
by the president showing the finances of the 
poard to be in a healthy condition. , 

The retiring president, John Cameron, 
then read the following address : 


The year which has just been completed 
is the first in the existence of the board 
since its suspension of active work at the 
end of 1891. It was first organized on 
May 2nd, 1889, with the primary object of 
uniting the business men of Edmonton in 
an effort to attract the attention of home 
seekers to the advantages offered by the 
Edmonton district. How successful the 
effort was is plainly seen, not only in the 
contrast between Edmonton town and dis- 
trict as it was then and as it is now, but 
also in the position which it occupies in the 

yublie eye and the opinion that is universal- 
y entertained as to its future. It can 
scarcely be believed that in 1889 the board 
of trade actually had to pay the expenses 
of farmer delegates from Calgary to Edmon- 
ton, in order to get them to visit this sec- 
tion of the country, so little was Edmon- 
ton then known and when known so lightly 
esteemed. The board continued its active 
work until December of ‘91, when with the 
approach of the railroad and the incorpora- 
tion of the tewn, the need of its services 
along the lines in accordance with which it 
was organized, seemed to have ceased. But 
with increase of population and consequent 
increase of trade, the necessity of an organi- 
zation which could deal with all the com- 
plex features of the business interests of the 
place again became apparent. The board 
was re-organized on Feb. 20th, of last year. 
The immediate cause of re-organization was 
the evident necessity of being prepared to 
deal with the question of freight rates and 
aleo with that of a traffic bridge. The C. 
PR. had already been approached on the 
question of freight rates and promises of 
reductions had been given. The bridge 
matter was the first officially taken up asa 
result of the action of the board, supported 
by the town council. A delegation was sent 
to Ottawa on the subject, who secured the 
placing of $25,000 in the estimates for the 
current year for the construction of a traffic 
bridge at Edmonton. Owing to the opposi- 
tion that has been made to the site approv- 

ed by the town council and endorsed by 
this board, the work has not yet been com- 

menced, but the board has done useful work 

in reminding the government of the pro- 

mises made and in removing as far as pos- 
sible the objections that had been rai to 
the site. Had it not been for assurances 
that were supposed to be reliable that che 
bridge would be in progress before the pre- 
sent date, still further action would have 
been taken. In view of these assurance 
having failed it is to be hoped that the 
officers to be elected to-night will at once 


— anna 
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re-open communication with the govern- 
ment on the subject. 

In March last certain reductions were 
made by the C. P. R. in rates on grain and 
cattle to the coast, on coal to Calgary and 
on hay and straw to points on the Mac- 
Leod branch. These reductions were valu- 
able, but not as great as the business of 
this district is fully entitled to. Corres- 
pondence with the C. P. R. was renewed, 
and the coal rate was still further reduced, 
but nothing more was secured. On the 
appointment of the freight rates commission 
by the Dominion government, the board 
felt it tobe its duty to place before the 
commissioners a complete statement of our 
case. To this end considerable expense waa 
incurred and a great deal of pains taken. 
A complete and exhaustive statement has 
been placed before the commissioners show- 
ing diserimination not only against Edmon- 
ton but also against points in British 
Columbia in regard to farm produce. A 
synopsis of the statement placed before the 
coramissioners is being printed in pamphlet 
form for the information of business men 
at interested points in British Columbia 
with a view of securing their help towards 
a reduction of these discriminating rates. 
Many other matters have come before the 
attention of the board during the past year 
upon which action has been taken, such as 
in regard to the visit of the dairy commis- 
sioners, the formation of a health district, 
an attempt to get the government to bore 
for coal oil at the Egg lake discovery of 
petroleum tar, only 27 miles out, instead of 
ai the Landing where there had been no 
discovery, 90 miles out ; in regard to a public 
park and show ground for Edmonton, and 
other minor matters. In all these the de- 
sirability and usefulness of united action 
for business purposes amongst the business 
men of the place have been made manifest. 
and no doubt the year to cume will show an 
expansion of usefulness equal to the growth 
of population and expansion of trade. One 
of these questions that will require to be 
dealt with is in connection with the 
expansion of the grain trade which has 
taken place and which is rendering neces- 
sary the erection of elevators during the 
coming summer. In order thac elevators 
may be equally accessible to farmers on 
both sides of the riyer, they must 
be erected in the valley and they can 
only be crected there if the railway 
track is extended to the valley. 
The electric railway charter granted at last 
session of the Dominion parliament to the 
town of Edmonton, supplies a means where- 
by the necessarry extension of the track 
can be made. To secure such extension 
and the erection of elevators, mills, factories 
and such other enterprises as shall conduce 
to the welfare of the town and district will 
no doubt occupy the attention of the new 
board. Before closing allow me to thank 
the council for their kindness to me during 
the year; the secretary for his unceasing 
and valuable assistance to me and your- 
selves for the honor you did me in electing 
me your president.

Gairdner, C. Gallagher, J. A. McDougall, 
J. T. Blowey and Jas McDonald. Votes 
of thanks were tendered the retiring pre- 
sident and council, E. C. Emery was ap- 
pointed auditor and the council was con- 
stituted a committee to revise the by-laws. 

The president and secretary and F. 
Oliver were appointed a committee to draft 
an addreas to be presented to Lieutenant 
governor Mackintosh on his arrival at 
Edmonton.

In a recent speech at Toronto Mr. 
Laurie in refering to the Manitoba school 
question said: ‘I do not wish to make any 
political capital out of that. Even if I had 
it in my power to be borne into office over 
that question I would not do it. For my 
part [ must tell you frankly that I see in 
the question but a question of fact. I 
never saw any question of law or constitu- 
tional interpretation. I think it was 4 
question of fact and nothing else. What 
was the complaint of my fellow countrymen 
and the Catholics of Manitoba? That the 
legislature of Manitoba, although in name 
it establishes a system of non-sectarian 
schools, imposed upon them a system of 
Protestant schools, and they ask to be re- 
lieved from such a system. I am a firm be- 
liever in equal rights and a strong believer 
jn provincial rights, but I stated on the 
floor of the Commons and elsewhere that if 
the complaint was trae, if Catholic children 
were forced to attend Protestant schools, it 
was such an outrage upon conscience that no 
Protestant community would tolerate it 


Alberta Tribune: It is an evidence of 
how little real public opinion there is in the 
Territories that the reductions the Govern- 
ment ie making in the Northwest Mounted 
Police have provoked so little protest. In 
Macleod, which locally is particularly affect- 
ed, it would seem, from our news columns, 
that some little stir ie being made. But 
the matter is one of Territorial importance. 
Much greater issues are involved than the 
federal expenditure the reduction with- 
drawe from certain posts. The Tribune is 
no advocate of extravagance. But it is a 
fallacious economy to argue that because 
order prevails it is necessary to begin to 
abolish the force through whose existence 
order rales. The N. W. M. P. owes as 
much of its power to its moral force as to 
ite numerical strength. But when its 
numerical strength is whittled away it is 
certain that the confidence which creates its 
moral force will be dissipated. No one can 
say that, considering the size of the country, 
the present number of the force is too great. 
It surprises outside observers how so few 


have done so much.
